Mr, Truman and also peddled tt to the 79th, 80th and 81st Congresses, 
Something Wrong 
But something always goes wrong. 
Right now the much-revised 
bill <H. R, 4846» lies buried in the House Ruies Committee after breez­ 
ing through the Senate for the third ttm«* in three years. 
It is a bill 
which would establish a semi-official board of scientists to encourage, 
direct and supervise much-needed research in science 
Practically 
every interested party is for the bill. The National Association of Man­ 
ufacturers has endorsed it. 
University professors poll from 85 to »a 
per cent in its tavor. 
The Defense Department is yammering for its 
immediate passage. The only outspoken opposition comes from a little- 
regarded lobby, the National Patent Council, of Gary, Indiana, to 
which nobody pays much attention. 
So what's put the whammy on the NSF bill? 
Nothing—except the 
Administration's reputation as a profligate spender and a dope-fiend for 
power. 
It ia precisely thia reputation which has alienated two of the NSF s 
best friends 
They are Rep. Herter iR . Mass.» and Rep. Wadsworth 
<R . N. Y >. Two more earnest, conscientious men do not exist in Con­ 
gress. 
But Herter looks at the bill and shakes his head in honest doubt. 
Here, be aays, is legislation which would fasten Federal control on 
scientific research. When every precaution has been taken, every 
brake applied, the Foundation would still become part of the Statist 
bureaucracy which is building up so fast. 
The right sort of men in 
charge of the Foundation would be a national blegjing. 
But the wrong 
sort of men—Federal empire-builders or global economists—would be 
ruinous. 
So Herter, although he likes many aspects of the bill, isn't 
aorry to see it cooling off in the Rules Committee.

Millikin, Colo., rsnking Republican ¡ 
on the senate finance committee, j 
on Tuesday supported the demand i 
of Chairman George <D> Ga , for a 
drastic cut in wartime excise taxes, j 
Millikin declared that he would 
back proposals which have been 
made by several leading senate 
Democrats for a thorough curtail­ 
ment of excise levies, still at the 
wartime level. 
Meanwhile, a split has developed 
in Democratic ranks over the ques­ 
tion. 
Some Democrats line up j 
with George and others agree witn 
Chairman Doughton (Di N. C., o f! 
the ways and means committee, 
who opposes a cut in excise taxes 
now-. 
Business Boost 
George insisted that both indi­ 
vidual 
income and excise taxes 
should be reduced. 
A cut in indi­ 
vidual income taxes, he said, would 
give business a shot in the arm 
and produce in the long run more 
revenue than a tax increase. 
He favored a hike in corporation 
taxes in case additional revenue 
had to be raised to offset revenue 
losses from tax reduction. 
Doughton. 
taking an 
opposite 
tack, said the deficit for the cur­ 
rent fiscal year threatens to reach 
five billion dollars and that no 
prospective cut in expenditures will 
wipe it out. 
In consequence, he declared, de­ 
ficit financing is inevitable as it is, 
and any cut in taxes would only 
plunge the government deeper in 
the red. 
The veteran congressman pro­ 
posed a m iddle course at the 1950 
session of congress, with govern­ 
ment expenditures and excise taxes 
reduced and taxes increased in less 
oppressive areas.

State Considering 
Use Of Fluorine 
By JOHN HARMS 
(t !*. S. Staff Corroponjrnt) 
HARRISBURG, 
Aug. 
24.~The 
use of tooth-saving fluonnc in 
drinking water is being considered 
by Pennsylvania authorities. 
But pending an outright endorse­ 
ment by the medical profession, 
nothing will be done by the depart, 
ment 
or 
Pennsylvania*’ 
water 
works, reports deputy health sec­ 
retary J. Moore Campbell. 
The use of fluorine in preven­ 
tion of caries, or tooth decay, in 
children has found widespread en­ 
dorsement of the profession when 
applied by a dentist. 
Fluorine Swabs 
The health department is spon­ 
soring a campaign to have public 
schools accept these fluorine tooth- 
swab for youngsters, according to 
Campbell. 
“The department has a wide- 
open mind on the use of fluorine 
in public drinking water systems. ’ 
Campbell said, "but conservatively 
we are not taking the initiative 
to have it introduced." 
"Why should we tamper with 
with something that is doing all 
right the way it is?” he asked. 
"There is a question whether wa­ 
ter works should put into drink­ 
ing water something which will 
benefit only part of the pubiic. 
“Chemicals like chlorine bene­ 
fit the entire community,” he as­ 
serted. 
Seven municipalities have quer­ 
ied the department about fluorine 
water but plan nothing pending ac­ 
tion by the medical profession, a 
spokesman said 
Wait For Results 
The Pennsylvania Water Works 
association, representing the bulk 
of the state’s private water works 
enterprises, said the industry is 
waiting for fftsfelts of fluorine ex­ 
periments in >ther cities before at­ 
tempting it in Pennsylvania 
Although water works in Penn­ 
sylvania 
ha vie 
not 
introduced 
fluorine, experiments are being 
tried 
by Grand Rapids. • Mich.; 
Newburgh. N. Y., and Evanston. 
111. 
The American Water Works as­ 
sociation at Chicago reported den­ 
tal studies “indicate that when the 
fluoridation is present in certain 
amounts in drinking water 
chil­ 
dren’s teeth show a 50 to 60 per 
cent reduction in the incidence of 
tooth decay." 
Demand Heavy 
The association reported pubiic 


demand in many' areas is far ahead 
of fluoridation technical studies. 
The group suggested that fluori­ 
dation be agreed upoq. before be­ 
ing introduced, by local and state 
health officials, medical and dental 
societies and the local governing 
bodies. 
The 
association 
warned 
that 
water utilities may be liable to 
damages if harm results from put­ 
ting fluorine in water supplies 
without the approval of health and 
local government authorities. Too 
much fluorine can be harmful, the 
association warned. 
The study showed the addition 
of fluorine to water can boost oper­ 
ating costs about five to 15 cents 
per capita per year. .The amount 
of fluorine used, the size of the 
community and per capita u^» of 
water determines cost.

U. S. A. Director 
Makes Statement 


Outlines Industry’s Responsibilities 
To Men And Women Who 
Work In Mills 


John W. Grajciar, director of 
District No. 21, United Steelwork­ 
ers of America, CIO, of Sharon, de­ 
clared that industry has a moral 
responsibility to bear the cost of 
social insurance programs for men 
and women who work in mills. 
“The worker is more essential 
than any other element of pro­ 
duction." said Mr. Grajciar. 
Mr. Grajciar, who sat in on the 
fact-finding hearings in New York 
when the United Steelworkers pre­ 
sented its case to President Tru­ 
man’s board, pointed out that the 
union as part of its wage case is 
demanding a upcial security pro­ 
gram. This program would cost the 
industry' about six cents per hour 
per employee, he said. 
The program includes group life 
insurance, a death benefit policy 
paid up at retirement of $1,250, 
cash sick and accident benefits, 
hospitalization services. reimburse­ 
ment to employees for cost or sur­ 
gical operations. 
“Surely no one questions that 
workers are entitled to a decent 
standard of living in return for 
their labor," Mr. Grajciar stated. 
"This standard of living includes 
provision for illness, accident, old 
age and death. What is needed.” he 
said, "is both higher wages and 
arrangements by which workers in 
the steel industry can secure on a 
group basis, the protection against 
the hazards of life. The growing 
demand 
for 
security 
programs 
gives American employers a chance 
to demonstrate the kind of leader­ 
ship which the world today seeks 
from the United States.”

How Matte Behaves 
Above Coldest Cold 
PITTSBURGH. Aug. 24—'INS* 
—Leave it to Westinghouse scien­ 
tists to show curiosity about the 
sub-zero temperatures when the 
rest of the nation is sweltering in 
the summer heat. 
In the company’s new "cryo 
genics” laboratory. Westinghouse; 
researchers are investigating how 
matter behaves at temperatures a 
fraction above the world’s coldest I 
cold. 
Using a special technique, they 
have come to within one-tenth of 
a degree of absolute zero, wnich 
is 458 degrees below' zero Fahren­ 
heit. 
At this temperature, the scien- j 
tists report, matter acts in a most 
peculiar and mysterious fashion 
Liquid helium, for example, flows | 
uphill, and electricity encounters ; 
no resistance in a wire. 
Westinghouse researchers are in­ 
vestigating this “super-conductiv- j 
ity” in hope of finding more ef­ 
ficient and cheaper methods of 
distribution of electricity. 
Low - temperature 
research 
is 
ranked in importance with nuclear 
physics as a factor in discovering 
new information on the structure 
of matter.
